Mr. Editor—A writer in the ‘* Gospel Herald,” 


| whose remarks appear in your last number, and 


who, with the laudable design of correcting the 
errors which he has ‘ observed in nearly all the 
religious publications in the United States ot 


America, of every sect, including Universalists,” 


and who, as he states, ‘‘ are in the constant prac- 
tice of perverting the scriptures, by publishing 
the supplies of the translators in Roman charac- 
ters, as parts of the text,” appears to me to ‘ de- 
serve,’ I will not say “ severe reproof,”’ but some 
particular notice. As an example in proof of the 
truth of his charge, Ire has taken the phrase ‘ will 
by no means clear the guilty,” which, he says, 
‘tis by those called orthodox, considered as posi- 
tive testimony to prove’ the endless misery of th: 
sinner.” Whether he is right or wrong in this 
assertion, I shall not stop to examine. The or- 
thodox can answer for themselves, as far as the 
allegation concerns them. But when it is assert- 
ed, that “‘even Universalists publish this phrase 
in Roman characters, and palm it upon their rea- 


ders as scripttre, with a view to prove, that sin- 


ners will sufier, either in this world or another, 
the Just punishment of their sins ;”’ and while the 
writer seems to object to this practice as an error 
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which needs correction, I think he labors under a 
mistake, or confusion of idea which requires rec-| 
tifying. The words “the guilty,” we know, are | 
supplied by the translators ; but the word “clear”? | 
evidently implies either guilt, or an implication 
of guilt. The writer mentions the ‘ best Hebra-| 
ists’’ as giving this rendering of the passage, ‘* for-| 
giving iniquity, transgression and sin, and cleans- | 
ing.” 
told. Ican easily suppose there may be many 
who are learned in Hebrew, whose translations I 
have never seen,as my reading has been quite 
limited. But if, the Hebrew language is either 
so equivocal, or its sense so likely to be misunder- 
stood or perverted by a translator, as this writer 
represents, no confidence can be placed in the 
original or the translation ; and the texts, which 
we understand to contain the richest promises may 
be understood to denounce the severest judgments. 
in the present case, the translators say, that ‘-God 
will by No mMeaNs clear, or clear the guilty,” 
while the true meaning is, that he will clear, or 
“cleanse,” and ‘‘ aequit the pardoned sinner.” — 
Why did not the writer undertake to dispose of 
the words, ‘*by no means,” which he does not 
charge on the translators. Doubtless they ought 
to have been rendered, ‘‘ by ALL means,” and then 
the full sense of the passage would have been 
made out, I should think, te his mind. 

The writer says, ‘‘ the idea that God is, as the 
passage declares, merciful and gracious, forgiving 


iniquity, transgression and sin, and at the same | 


time NoT merciful, not forgiving, but punishing, 


or tormenting the sinner, is, to say the least, very | 


absurd and incongruous.” Now,I have always 
understood Universalists to hold very differently. 
Whether they have admitted a punishment be- 
yond this life or not, they have believed, that ‘‘ ev- 
ery transgression and disobedience will receive a 
just recompense of reward.” They have always 
believed, that forgiveness is compatible with 4 
just disapprobation and a salutary punishment for 
sin. They have believed, that to ‘* God belong- 
eth mercy, for or Because he rendereth to every 
man according to his work.”—Does the writer 
whose remarks we are considering, mean to be un- 
derstood, that forgiveness necessarily precludes all 
notions of punishment whatever ? If he does, he 
will have his cause to settle, not with translators 
or editors but with experience and fact. 

_ In concluding these observations, I ask, if there 
is any thing ‘ absurd or incongruous in the idea, 
that a person arraigned at any tribunal for an al- 
leved crime, is found to be so situated, that he

And first, to get the attention of my op- 
posers, I will suppose a case for them. Sup- 
| pose an outlandish highwayman falls into the 
, hand of the civil authority, is convicted of mur- 
_der and robbery, and is sentenced according to 
‘law. The few days that intervene between his 
trial and execution, he is blessed with the labors 
of orthodox clergymen, and they go with him to 
the place of execution. There they labor and 
-expostulate with him, and lift up their hands to 
‘heaven for him, till at length, just before the fa- 
tal moment stays his breath, he is brought to fall 
atthe Saviour’s feet, and receives the application 
of that blood which cleanseth from all sin. What 
ihave my opposers to say of that man’s future 
state? Do they believe that he will be punished 
in the coming world ? They do not. For when 
a man has come to repentance, and embraced the 
| Saviour, he receives, they believe, forgiveness 
of sins, and condemnation from the divine law 
continues no longer. If then he is not punished 
in a future state, where is he punished ? They 
must admit that this great sinner was punished 
in the earth, or else suppose that he never has 
been, nor ever will be punished at all. They 
|| must therefore either be found in agreement with 
me, or else in opposition to the scriptures of 
truth, which declare that God ‘ will render to 
‘every man according to his deeds.”—I shall soon 
‘notice this case again for another purpose, but 
' will now pass on to hear a case stated by some 
limitarians. Let us have the one stated by Jus- 
tus, in his last published communication to me. 
| ¢ Suppose that a man, calling his name Cov- 
ington, enters the habitation of one Col. Sharp 
and with malice prepense in his heart, plunges a 
‘deadly weapon into the Colonel’s bosom, and 
then, quick as thought, buries the same weapon 
in his own heart, and both of them expire at the 
same moment.” Now the question is, what rea! 
danger can I present, to warn men against such a 
line of conduct ? It is truly strange that any 
reasonable person should present such a scene of 
wo as this, into which a man has plunged him- 
self by indulging in a course of sin ; advancing 
in iniquity, and growing in misery, until tor- 
ment wrecks his brain, deranges his mind,

ed in presenting a dreadful judgment, as a warning | 


against an indulgence in sin. On reading his 


suppored case, the law of association brings to | 


mind the real dangers by which St. Paul, in the 
Ist of Romans, warned his brethren against ‘sin- 
fully abusing the privileges they enjoyed. To 
impress upon their minds the real dangers, he set 
beiore them the dreadful judgment which other 
people were suffering in consequence of sinful 
indulgencies.—* Receiving in themselves that 
recompense of their errors which was meet. 
And even as they did not like to retain God in 
their knowledge, God gare them over to a repro- 
bate mind, to do those things which are not con- 
venient ; being filled with all unrighteousness,— 
maliciousness ; full of envy, murder, debate, de- 
ceit, malignity ;—without understanding, cove- 
nant breakers, without natural affection,” &c. 
Hence it appears that when people abuse the 
light and privileges with which they are favour- 
ed, the way whereby they are sometimes pun- 
ished, is to be given over “ to a reprobate mind, 
to do those things which are not convenient,” 
and in doing which they ‘ receive in themselves 
that recompense of their errors which is meet.” 
This appears to be often the case with those who 
are left to commit the unnatural deed of self- 
murder. It appears to be a miserable end to 
which they come as a further punishment for 
abuse of former opportunities, and an habitual 
indulgeuce in sin, Such are all the suicides, of 
which I have now a recollection, recorded in 
scripture. They are written as an admonition 
unto us, being the miserable consequences of in- 
dulgence in sin. And I find no difficulty in 
warning men against a course of conduct, which 
may lead toa result that is reckoned in itself one 
of the greatest and most terrible of judgments. 
Now, that Justus’ Covington was “¢ recompen- 
sed in the earth,” is evident, both from scripture 
and common sense. But to decide whether he is, 
or is not, punished in a future state, we must de- 
cide whether the extreme miseries which he suf- 
fered in sin, the pains of his miserable death, and 
the display of divine power which brings him to 
find himself in another state of existence, do, or 
do not, prove sufficient to bring him “ to him- 
self,” and, together with other means, throw 
him at his Saviour’s feet. If they do, he will 
need no further punishment to subdue him oe 


| ing, decide this question, you find me where | 
have all along been, neither believing nor denying that 
| some parental chastisement will be administered in 
another world, as a means to aid in subduing those 
who are not subdued in this. But if it should turn 
out that the sinner is so subdued as that he is 
thrown upon the Saviour’s arm, and receives his 
grace, immediately upon his entering a future 
state, then, says Justus, the assassin’s danger to 
which his sin exposes him, is the ‘‘ danger of 
meeting with an instantaneous transition from a 
‘scene of blood and carnage, toa state of subjec- 
tion and reconciliation to Christ himself.” But 
he cannot think that I would ‘ so torture our 
mother tongue, as to call such a change a righ- 
teous retribution, or the danger to which wicked 
men expose themselves.” But what is the 
amount of all this collection of words? Has 
there ever a sentence come from my mouth or 
my pen, from which it could be inferred that the 
change which will make a man happy is merely 
the passing out of this world into some other ? 
No: Theonly change that I know of which will 
make a sinner happy, is a transition from sin, in- 
to a state of holy reconciliation to God. And 
that ’a ‘‘ righteous retribution” is sometimes 
made the means of aiding to such a transition, 
no denomination of Christians will dispute. All 
Christians believe that punishments upon trans- 
gressors are sometimes made the means of bring- 
ing about a favorable change of character. 
What then ? Are they all chargeable with 
making out that this favorable change of charac- 
ter is the very retribution itself? If I am, so 
are they all. When I hear a limitarian brother 
professing to believe that righteous retributions 
are sometimes made the means of humbling the 
sinner, and bringing him to repentance, suppose I 
should ask him why he should ‘ so torture our 
mother tongue as to call such a happy change a 
glorious retribution ;’—would he not reasonably 
conclude that I meant to torture his patience with
